In a Philad elphia newspaper 
in Janu ary , 1776 , there appeared 
this brief annou ncement: “Mar­ 
ried , At Princeton, Doctor Ben­ 
jamin Ru sh, of this city , to Miss 
Ju lia Stockton, d au ghter of the 
Honou rable Richard Stockton, 
Esq.” Dr. John Witherspoon was 
the officiating clergy man. 
Sev en months later Stockton, 
Ru sh, and Witherspoon signed 
the Declaration of Ind epend ence. 
Nothing in the record su ggests 
that there was any connection 
between the marriage and the 
Declaration. 


In the su mmer of 176 7, a y ou ng 
med ical stu d ent from the Colon­ 
ies, Benjamin Ru sh, called u pon 
the 
Witherspoons 
of Paisley , 
Scotland , to u rge Dr. Wither­ 
spoon to accept the presid ency of 
the College of New Jersey (now 
Princeton), which a few months 
before he had d eclined to accept. 
The man for whom this cou nty 
was named was a conv incing 
plead er, as Mrs. Witherspoon 
withd rew her prev iou s objec­ 
tions.

S. Steel Corporation, bu t Chair­ 
man Philip Mu rray d isclosed he 
ex pected “concrete resu lts” with­ 
in a week. 
Mu rray will receiv e Mond ay the 
answer of the Cru cible Steel 
company to a d emand for bar­ 
gaining rights for u nion members 
in the company ’s plants. Cru cible 
employ s 18,000. 
He ex pects the same d ay to 
receiv e a contract from the Jones 
and Lau ghlin Steel Corporation, 
in whose Aliqu ippa, Pa., and 
Pittsbu rgh plants the committee 
won a better than two to one v ic­ 
tory in Thu rsd ay ’s elections. The 
corporation agreed to a pact if 
th'e u nion obtained a majority .

11,000. In ad d ition to Inland and

Mu rray foresaw another v ic­ 
tory for the John L. Lewis u nion 
in an employ e election Tu esd ay 
at the Sharon Steel company 
works in Sharon, Pa. Fou r thou ­ 
sand workers will go to the polls 
there to choose a representativ e 
in wage and hou r negotiations. 
Ju bilant u nion lead ers d iscou r­ 
aged talk of a parad e to cele­ 
brate the Jones and Lau ghlin 
v ictory and u rged the men to 
keep at work on the largest 
peace-time backlog of ord ers in 
the company ’s history . 
A 36 -hou r strike of u nion men 
last week was partly responsible 
for Ihe accu mu lation of the ord ­ 
ers. The agreement to the elec­ 
tion settled the walkou t. 


Detroit, May 22 (/P) — Labor 
u nrest persisted in Michigan to­ 
d ay , with a new strike in a Gen­ 
eral Motors plant, an au tomobile 
lock factory being d iscontinu ed 
and plans ad v ancing for a d riv e 
to u nionize Ford employ es. 
The new strike began in the 
Chev rolet parts manu factu ring 
plant at Saginaw last night 
when workers walked ou t and 
fou nd a picket line grou nd the 
factory , which has 1,500 em­ 
ploy es. The natu re of the d is­ 
pu te was not known. 
The United Au tomobile Work­ 
ers of America, which has an 
agreement with General Motors, 
and the Chev rolet management 
were reported to hav e been ne­ 
gotiating ov er the u nion’s com­ 
plaints when the strike began. 
The factory was mov ed to Sag­ 
inaw from Toled o some time ago 
becau se of labor trou bles in the 
Ohio city . 
The Yale & Towne Manu fac­ 
tu ring company annou nced late 
y esterd ay that it was d iscontin­ 
u ing its operations in Detroit, 
say ing they had not been profit­ 
able. 
The 
factory 
prod u ced 
au tomobile locks and its em­ 
ploy es v aried from 400 to 800 — 
mostly women — d epend ing u pon 
the d emand s for its prod u ct. 
The plant had been closed 
since March 9 , when U. A. W. A. 
members began a sit-d own. Po­ 
lice and d epu ty sheriffs ejected 
the strikers April 14. 
Mau rice H. McMahon, com­ 
pany attorney , said that “al­ 
thou gh we hav e been told re­ 
peated ly by the U. A. W. A. that 
they knew more abou t ou r af­ 
fairs than we d id , the operation 
was not profitable. 
We hav e 
been u nable to reach a settle­ 
ment.” 
Walter Reu ther, presid ent of 
the u nion’s west sid e local, d is­ 
pu ted this last statement, as­ 
serting that the U. A. W. A. mem­ 
bers had “accepted a v ery u n­ 
satisfactory settlement for the 
sake of ind u strial peace” and 
that the annou ncement the De­ 
troit d iv ision wou ld be closed 
followed this. 
‘It may be inev itable that the 
strike will be spread to the com­ 
pany ’s plants,” Reu ther said . He 
ad d ed that the u nion wou ld fight 
the company ’s action “throu gh 
ev ery channel, legal or other­ 
wise,” and that Gov . Frank Mu r­ 
phy wou ld be asked to inv esti­ 
gate the factory ’s d iscontinu ­ 
ance.

Lead ers ex pected the senate 
appropriations committee to be­ 
gin hearings on the measu re as 
soon as the hou se passes it. The 
first senate witness will be Har­ 
ry L. Hopkins, Works Progress 
Ad ministrator. 
Hopkins mad e a last-minu te 
appearance at a closed meeting 
of hou se Democrats before the 
v oting began y esterd ay . 
The WPA chief, who has said

It was a de­ 
cision of m om en tous sig n ifican ce 
to the forces of John L. Lewis, 
whose com m ittee for in dustrial 
org an ization already was reach­ 
in g out tow ard other steel com ­ 
pan ies where y et it has been un ­ 
recog n ized. 
At 5:38 a. m. (Eastern Day lig ht 
Tim e), Ern est C. D un bar, re ­ 
g ion al director of the n ation al 
labor relation s board, emerg ed 
from the coun tin g place w ith a 
slip of paper g ivin g these fig ­ 
ures: 
Total ballots 24,412; for the 
Steel W ork ers O rg an izin g Com­ 
m itte e — the CIO un it in volved 
— 17,028 ; n ot in favor of the 
SWOC 7,207; blan k ballots 31; 
i void ballots 56; challen g ed votes 
90. 
The m en voted in two plan ts, 
the larg er at Aliquippa, 18 miles 
down the Ohio river from P itts­ 
burg h, the other a t the South 
Side mills in the city proper. 
No official break down of the 
ballots was available im m edi­ 
ately .

He has a hundred acres in 
wheat and p robably will stead­ 
fastly deny th at Secretary Wal­ 
lace and his crop control p ro­ 
g ram had any thing to do with 
the p resent comforting p rice of­ 
fered for his crop . 
Assuredly he can liv e

Moscow, May 22 {IP) — An in ­ 
trepid g rou p of Sov iet ex plorers 
today established the first per­ 
m an en t base at the North Pole 
as a prelimin ary to the proposed 
Moscow-San Fran cisco air rou te 
ov er the top of the world. 
The ex pedition of elev en men 
was lan ded by airplan e on an 
ice floe 13 miles from the Pole 
proper 
y esterday , 
su ccessfu lly 
con clu din g plan s th at had been 
worked ou t in secret for more 
than two y ears. 
Pictu resqu e, black-bearded Dr. 
Otto J. Schmidt, director of the 
Sov iet 
“n orthern 
sea 
rou te” 
headed the party which took off 
from Ru dolf Islan d at dawn . Six 
hou rs an d ten min u tes later Pi­ 
lot M. V. Vodopy an off set his 
heav ily - loaded, 
fou r - motored 
craft down on the ice. 
Messag es which came trick­ 
lin g down by radio ju st before 
dawn today in dicated the thrill­ 
in g lan din g was achiev ed with 
prosaic lack of in ciden t ex cept 
for temporary damag e to the ex ­ 
pedition ’s radio sen din g appa­ 
ratu s.

Dr. 
Schmidt, famed Ru ssian Arctic 
adv en tu rer, m atter-of-factly re­ 
ported the completion of the 
mission with the commen t th at 
“it is possible to brin g other 
plan es here to establish a polar 
station .” 
“We sen d y ou ,” the messag e 
crackled ou t, “throu g h the Dick­ 
son Islan d radio station , g reet­ 
in g s from the North Pole.” 
The blood red flag of the So­ 
v iet Un ion with its g old-crested 
hammer an d sickle was u n fu rled 
immediately , an d the ex pedition 
set to work preparin g for plan e 
loads of equ ipmen t an d su pplies 
to be flown from Ru dolf Islan d. 
Fou r craft at the n ew airfield 
on Ru dolf Islan d, abou t 560 miles 
from the pole, were bein g loaded 
with su pplies an d in stru m en ts 
for the airbase an d weather ob­ 
serv atory essen tial to the work­ 
in g ou t of the polar air lin e from 
Ru ssia to the Un ited States. 
Sev en teen men had spen t the 
lon g Arctic win ter on Ru dolf 
Islan d, abou t 8 2 deg rees n orth 
an d 60 east, where they had es­ 
tablished the settlem en t th at u n ­ 
til n ow was the most n ortherly 
in the world.

Un iv ersity Ag ricu ltu ral Ex peri­ 
m en t

Already

n y mphs, which hav e spen t 13 
y ears in the g rou n d, are throw­ 
in g u p cray -fish-like chimn ey s, 
preparatory 
to 
chan g in g 
to 
adu lts an d emerg in g a few weeks 
hen ce. 
Last y ear cicadas of the 17- 
y ear brood were v ery abu n dan t 
ov er most of In dian a, as resi­ 
den ts will well recall. The 13- 
y ear brood, is the sou thern form 
of the 17-y ear brood, an d is 
iden tical with it, ex cept th a t be­ 
cau se of the lon g er season in the 
sou thern states, on ly 13 y ears 
are requ ired to complete its 
g rowth. The 13-y ear brood is n ot 
wide-spread ov er the State, in 
fact it occu rs in n u mbers on ly in 
the sou thwestern cou n ties, in ­ 
clu din g Kn ox , Gibson , V an der­ 
bu rg h, Posey , Dav iess, Warrick, 
Su lliv an an d Vig o. 
The on ly damag e cau sed by 
the cicada is the resu lt of slits 
made in twig s as places to lay 
eg g s. Su ch twig s break ov er an d 
are of little sig n ifican ce on m a­ 
tu re timber trees. Howev er, the 
in ju ry to recen tly plan ted timber 
or orchard trees may be qu ite se­ 
v ere, Dav is say s, especially trees 
plan ted within the last few y ears 
an d particu larly if located n ear 
timber or where timber occu rred 
13 y ears. On older orchard trees 
the direct in ju ry is n ot seriou s, 
althou g h the eg g scars on the 
twig s are ideal places for San 
Jose scales to pass the win ter, 
rather well protected from the 
dorm an t scale spray s. 
There is n o kn own spray which 
will protect trees from the cica­ 
das. In the case of v alu able small 
trees an d shru bs, howev er, pro­ 
tection may be obtain ed by cov ­ 
erin g them with mosqu ito n et­ 
tin g . 
On e of the most con spicu ou s 
featu res of the appearan ce of ci­ 
cadas in larg e n u mbers, accord­
